civilization and correct taste have put a 
barrier to that. While all this is true 
generally, there are exceptions to be no- 
ticed. Occasionally a blackguard will get 
hold of a newspaper and inflict upon a 
community a record of his thoughts and 
desires; occasionally a reporter or other 
subordinate of the metropolitan press will 
lower the dignity of the paper upon which 
he is employed by giving his views upon 
public meetings and other gatherings in a 
language that is illy suited to the charac- 
ter of the journal to which he is attached. 


Last week we noticed in one of the 


Philadelphia daily papers, one of the 
leading and influential newspapers of that 
city, a paper which represents the pro- 
gress of the people in all things good, a 
report of the annual meeting of the Penn- 
sylvania Women's Suffrage Association. 
At that meeting some of the best and 
purest women of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania were present, and it deserved at the 
liands of the paper to wliich we refer, at 
the very least, fair and courteous treat- 
ment. 
Epithets and derogatory terms 


were not only uncalled for, but they were 
entirely out of place. 
Yet we find under 


the caption of the report of the proceed- 
ings, "Suffrage Shriekers in Council," 
the article itself pervaded with the 
same spirit as manifested itself in the 
head-line. The reporter might with as 
much propriety designate a convention of 
the learned and talented men of Phila- 
delphia as "A Rare Collection of Idiots," 
or a meeting of its public spirited and 
wealthy citizens as "The Gathering of the 
Swell Mob." 
But no; such action would 


bring forth serious consequences. 
It is 


the question of women suffrage that used 
to be the target of stale witticisms and 
putrid jokes. 
Since those days, how- 


•ver, the people have advanced somewhat. 
The arguments for and against women 
suffrage are now NO well-balanced that the 
time has come when its opponents can 
not by derision or sarcasm produce any 
effect, except to injure their side of the 
question. This is so generally acknowl- 
edged that the old-time method indulged 
in last «eek by the leading morning dail; 
of Philadelphia lias occasioned much un- 
favorable comment. 


TUB SEW *>YBTE»t OP DBAISAQE. 


We would direct the especial attention 


of our readers to an article in another 
column on the new system of drainage 
recently adopted for the better sanitary 
condition of the city of Memphis. The 
system of using small vitrified pipes for 
use in drainage of houses in towns and 
cities was advocated by Mr. Rhedd, the 


anitary Engineer employed by Council 


some time ago, and whose reputation is 
qual, if not superioi, to Colonel Waring, 
ilr. Shedd said that its adaptability to 
arge cities was not jet fully proven, but 
ic had no doubt of its desirability and 
cheapness for small towns like Bristol. 
There are several poi nts about the account 
f the Memphis system to which we would 


direct the attention of our readers. One 
s the aomparatively small diameter of 
he main pipes, the largest being only 
wenty inches, and although "3,000 houses 
are now connected v ith the main or 20- 
nch pipe, the greatest flow through it is 
about nine incites deep." It will be borne 
n mind that several of the flush tanks are 
constantly emptying into this main, so 
hat this depth of nine inches is certain 
to be at least a fairaverage; and it is fair 
to assume that were twice as many houses 
attached to it, the depth would not be 
over twelve inches. There are less than 
lalf us many houses, <:tc., in Bristol as arc 
now attached to the main in Memphis, so 
that it is doubtful if any other than a 20- 
nch pipe would cvci be required for this 
town, to carry off tlie drainage of every 
touse, not only now, but for an indefinite 
future. 
The next striking peculiarity ol 


the system is its comparative cheapness, 
"or its efficiency, viz., an average of $60 
Tor each house, or iu the town of Bristol 
a total cost of $50,0')0 to $60,000, which 
lowcvcr would be lens in our town as we 
might not need the subsoil drains in ad- 
dition, nor so great an amount of mileage 
of pipes. As the matter of the proper 
and complete drainage of our town is one 
which is before us and which must come 
if our town is ever to take the place among 
the towns and citiesof our Commonwealth 
which its natural advantages would seem 
to demand that it should take, it is well 
for our citizens to read carefully the lesson 
that the city of Memphis teaches, so that 


•hen the time comes for action (we think 


such a time is upon us, but it cannot be 
long delayed), all our citizens will be pre- 
pared to act intelligently on a subject o' 
such vital importance not only to the 
town but every soul in it.

MEMTHIS, Tenn., Dec. 11. 1880.— 
ince the yellow fever epidemic in Mem- 
his, great improvements have been made 
n the sanitary condition of the city, 
more particularly within the last eight or 
en months. 
Previous to the epidemic 


ut few of the streets were paved and 
here were no culverts, into which the 
.rainage from the houses could be con- 
eyed. The water from houses as well 
.s rain storms flowed through gutters and 
mllow places, and thence into Bayou 
}ayoso. But in January, 1879, an act 
was passed creating a Taxing District, 
md abolishing the old form of govern- 
ment of the city, and new energy was in- 
"used into the city. Under the new act 
i Legislative Council was formed, com- 
wsed of a Board of Fire and Police 
Commissioners and a Board of Public 
Works, the Hon. D. T. Porter being 
Chairman of the Council. The object in 
creating the Taxing District was not, it 
is stated, to repudiate the debt of the old 
city iof Memphis, but to have a cheap sys- 
;em of government, and to put the muni- 
cipality in a good sanitary condition, 
jave the streets, &c. The people, states 
tfr. Porter, have been the great friends of 
;hc new government, not only paying 
;heir taxes promptly, but making liberal 
subscriptions for paving and sanitary 
work. All contracts are now made on a 
cash bails, and all liabilities are paid on 
demand. 


KEW SYSXE1I OF DHAINAQE. 


One of tho first acts of the new Coun- 


cil was the commencement of a new sys- 
tem of drainage known as the "Waring," 
the suggestion or invention of Col. War- 


Engineer of the National Boat 


Health. The system is known to engi- 
neers as the surface or shallow system, 
and docs not carry off the storm water. 
The pipes, which are vitrified ones, are 
Prom four to six inches in diameter, are 
laid in lines that follow nearly as possible 
the natural drainage of the land. There 
are two principal mains that follow the 
general line of Bayou Gayoso. 
These 


mains are of ten, twelve, fifteen and 
twenty-inch pipe. The lateral branch 
lines, running into the mains, are, as a 
rule, six inches in diameter, and are loca- 
ted in the alleys or across private lots in 
the rear of houses and stores, for the pur- 
pose of cheapening the drainage of the 
premises. 
The house connections are 


made with four-inch pipe, and arc pointed 
on the line of the flow. At the head ol 
each six-inch leteral, or branch, there is 
located one of Field's automatic flush 
tanks, each of which holds 112 gallons ol 
water, and so far 138 have been put in to 
flush the twenty-seven miles of pipes al- 
ready laid. 


HOW THEY WOUK. 


These tanks are filled with water by a 


small pipe connected with the water-main, 
and when the water nearly reaches the top 
of the tank an automatic siphon in the 
certre comes into action, and the 120 gal- 
lons of water which it holds is discharged 
in the pipe in forty seconds. 
This flow 


is of such force that, it is claimed, every- 
thing that has not been carried off by the 
house water supply is driven before it, 
and entirely preventing the escape, if not 
the formation of sewer-gas. Beside these 
tanks there are a number of air-holes for 
inspection, and an examination of several 
of these openings showed that the water 
passed through was free from smell or any 
apparent solid or objectionable matter. 
The connections made with sinks and ] 
closets are, to all appearance, of the most 
approved character, and unusual care is 
taken, by means of pipes which pass up 
outside of the building to be drained, to 
a short distance above the roof, to pre- 
vent any damage to health by means of 
foul gases. 


The house connection drains enter the 


sewer at an acute angle, and by a funnel- 
shaped branch piece, which delivers the 
house waste at the bottom of the sewer, 
and which ventilates, it is claimed, to its 
top. 
By means of the soil-pipe, which, 


as we have stated, continues up above the 
houses, ventilation is furnished the sewer, 
a trap separating these pipes from clos- 
ets, sinks, &c. At the lower end of the 
sewer, near its junction with Wolf river, 
is a fresh-air inlet to supply the upward 
draft through the soil-pipes of the houses. 
Porous subsoil tile drains are laid in the 
same trench with the sewer to under- 
drain the ground, and these discharge di- 
rectly into Bayou Gayoso. 


The six-inch sewer, after receiving, not 


to exceed, 300 house drains, discharges 
into a sub-main sewer of eight inches, 
and these into the large mains of 15 or 
20 inches. About 3,000 houses are now 
connected with the main or 20-inch pipe, 
and the greatest flow through it is about 
nine inches deep. 


The work of constructing these sewers 


was commenced in January of this year, 
and the total length of them is about 26 
miles, with 25 miles of sub-soil drains. 
The total cost, including the extension of 
house-connection branches, which run to 
the lot line, was $183,086.02. Th - con- 
nections made with them are 2,963 water 
closets, 1,593 sinks, 123 urinals, 193 
bath-tubs, 143 wash-basins, and 3 eleva- 
tors. 
So far, it is generally claimed, the 


sewers have worked with great satisfac- 
tion. 


OTHEU WORK OK THE COUNCILS. 


In addition to drainage, the Councils 


have turned their attention to the condi- 
tion of the streets, and, during the year 
ending December 1st., 1880, over five 
miles of streets have been paved with 
bipck-stonc or Telford and Macadam, and 
all at a cost of $199,533.35, including 
the removal of 108,693 square yards of 
Nicholson pavement, which was replaced 
with stone. A number of bridges have 
been built, and a large amount of work 
done upon the wharves and in paving the 
new levee. 


To show the determination of the au- 


thorities to make Memphis healthy, it is 
only necessary to state, in addition to 
what has been said above, that, from 
February, 1879, to the 30th of last No- 
vember, the Board of Health destroyed 
196 houses because of their unsanitary 
condition; removed 27,770 loads of refuse 
matter; emptied 52,748 earth-boxes, and 
filled 3,770 privy vaults.

of tea, coffee uid chocolate. The latter, 
be atyi, from it* large proportion of albu- 
men, i§ the wort nutritive beverage, but 
at the «ame time, from its quantity of fat, 
the tnort difficult to digest. Its aromatic 
qualities bo* rrer strengthen the diges- 
tion. A cup of coffee is an excellent 
restorative and invigorating refreshment 
even for weak persons, provided their di- 
gestive organs arc not too delicate. Car- 
dinal Richelieu ittributed to chocolate 
hit health and hilarity during.his later 
years. Tea and coffee do not afford this 
advantage, 
\lbumen in tea leaves, and 


leftuimtn in coffee grounds are repre- 
sented in very small proportions. The 
praise of tea and coffee as nutritive sub- 
stances, therefore, is hardly warranted. 
Tea and coffee, though of themselves not 
difficult of digestion, tend to disturb the 
digestion of albuminous substances pre- 
cipitating them from dissolved state. Milk, 
therefore, if taken In tea or coffee, is more 
difficult of digestion than if taken alone. 
Without milk it promotes digestion by 
increasing th< secretion of the dissolving 
juices. The v olatile oil of coffee, and the 
empyreuraatit and aromatic matters of 
the chocolate accelerate the circulation, 
which, on the other hand, is cilmed by 
tea. 
Tea and coffee stimulate the activ- 


ity of the brain and nerves. Tea, it is 
•aid, increase* the power of digesting the 
impressions we hnve received, creates a 
thorough meditation, and in spite of the 
movement of thoughts, permits the at- 
tention to be fixed on a certain subject. 
On the other liand, if tea U taken to ex- 
cess, it cause* an increased irritation of 
the nerves, ch iracterizcd by sleeplessness, 
with a general feeling of restlessness and 
trembling of the limbs. 
Coffee, too, if 


taken in excess, produces sleeplessness 
and many baneful effects very similar to 
those arising from tea drinking. 
Coffee 


also produces greater, excitement, and a 
sensation of restlessness and heat ensues. 
For throwing off this condition fresh air 
it the best antidote.

lasses, 8 eggs, 2 Ibs. currants, '2 Ibs. rai- 
sins, 1 Ib. citron, 1 teaspoonful of allspice, 
cloves and mace, 1 grated nutmeg, 1 
Ublespoonful cinnamon, 1 teacup of milk, 
2 teaspoonsfull of soda, 2 cream of tartar, 
rub fruit with flour before mixing.
